Here and There 


Conditions in the fruit areas of 
British Columbia are reported as 
satisfactory. Weather conditions 
have been good and the trees are 
healthy. 


According to recent reports gen- 
eral conditions in the Maritime 
Provinces are normal. Potato seed- 
ing is about complete. Trees in the 
Annapolis fruit districts are in good 
shape and estimates point to a nor- 
mal crop. ' 


A consignment of lumber from 
South Westminster, B.C., arrived re- 
cently at Dorval, Quebec, on the 
Canadian Pacific lines, consisting of 
twenty-nine logs of Douglas Fir, 
some of which were so long that 
three flat-cars were required to 
carry them. 


Field Marshal Earl Haig and 
Countess Haig travelled through 
western Canada to the Pacific coast 
over the Canadian Pacific Railway 
recently, after attending the con- 
ference of the British Empire Ser- 
vice League at Ottawa. 


“Western Canada has never had

The loss by fire, insects and 
fungi about doubles this depletion, 
and it is estimated that Canadian 
forests are depleted at the rate of 
upwards of five and a half billion 
cubic feet per annum.

MIGRATORY BIRDS 
CONVENTION ACT 


A summany of the Migratory Birda 
Convention Act is given below. This 
is the law which is based upon the 
treaty with the United States. Any 
enquiries concerning this law may be 
addressed to the Commissioner of the 
Canadian National Parks, Department 
of the Interior, Ottawa. 

Open Seasons 


Ducks, geese and rails, September 
15 to December 14; Wilson or Jack. 
snipe, black-bellied and golden plov- 
ers and the greater and lesser yellow- 
legs, September 15 to December 14, 
Both dates are inclusive. : 

Closed Sea%ons 

There is a_ closed season. in the 
provinces of Saskatchewan and Al 
berta on band-tailed pigeons, swans, 
wood duck, efider duck, cranes, cur- 
lew, willet, godwits, upland plover, 
avocets. dowitchers, knots, oyster: 
catchers, phalaropes, stilts, surf. 
birds, turnstones, and all the shore- 
birds not provided with an open sea, 
son in above schedule. 

There is a closed season through: 
out the year on the following non. 
game birds: Auks, auklete, ‘bitterns, 
fulmars, ganmets, grebes, guillemots 
gulls. herons, jaegers, loons, murres, 
petrels, puffins, shearwaters and 
terns; and there is a closed season 
throughout the year on the following 
insectivorous ‘birds: Bobolinks, cat- 
‘birds, chickadees, cuckoos flickers, 
flycatchers, grosbeaks, hummingbirds, 
kinglots. martins, meadowlarks, night 
hawke or bull bats, nuthatches, ori. 
oles, robins, shrikes, swallows  swifts 
tanagers, titmice, thrushes, vireos, 
warblers, waxwings, whippoorwills, 
woodpeckers and wrens and all other 
perching birds which feed entirely or 
chiefly on insects. 

No person shall kill, hunt, capture, 
injure, take or molest migratory 
game birds during the close season, 
Sale of these birds {s forbidden. 

The killing, capturing taking, in- 
juring or molesting of migratory im. 
sectivorous and migratory non-game 
birds is prohibited. The possession 
of legally taken migratory game birds 
is allowed in Alberta until March 81, 
following the open season. 

Daily Bag Limits 

Alberta—Ducks 30 im one day and 
not more than 200 of all kinds in a 
season; geese 15; rails, 25; black- 
bellied and golden plover, greater and 
lesser yellowlegs, 15 of all kinds; 
Wilson snipe, 25. z 

Guns and Appliances 


The use of automatic (auto-load- 
ing), swivel or machine guns, or bat: 
tery,or any gun larger than number 
10 gauge is prohibited and the use 
of any aeroplane, power boat, sail 
boat or night light, and _ shooting 
from any horse-drawn or motor ve- 
hicle is forbidden. 

The shooting of migratory game 
birds earlier fnan one hour before 
sunrise or later than one hour after 
sunset is prohibited. 

Penalty 


Every person who violates any 
provision of this act or any regula- 
tion shall, for each offense, be Hable 
upon summary conviction to a fine of 
not more than three hundred dollars 
amd not less than ten dollars, or to 
imprisonment for a term not exceed.

IN THE RED DEER 


| CONSTITUENCY 


--, Mountain House. 


+ On, Friday last’ the Hon. J. @, 
Brownlee . attorney-general of the Al- 
berta. government, held two meetings 
one at,.Eckville and one at. Rocky 
Mountain. House, in which he_ dealt 
with provincial political problems and 
the -government’s record. Mr. G. W. 
Smith, M.L.A., the Red Deer member, 
accompanied Mr. Brownlee. At Eck- 
ville the meeting was ‘held in the af- 
ternoon and in spite of the great heat 
a good crowd attended and followed 
the speech with keen interest. 

Mr. J...E. Lundberg was = elected 
chairman of the meeting and called on 
Mr..G. W. ‘Smith to speak, Mr. Smith 
however, said that. he was not going 
to stand between Mr. Brownlee and 
hia audience and that he himself 
would speak on some future occa- 
sion. ‘ ; 

-Mr. Brownlee was then called on to 
speak and spoke as follows: 

“It is a pleasure to me to ‘be here 
today to meet you and speak to you 
on the public problems of the prov- 
ince. Within a year from now a gen- 
eral election will be held in Alberta 
and you will have to record your 
votes. I suggest that there will be 
two main issues at that election. The 
first will be whether or not we in Al- 
berta are going to get away from old 
political issues and old political 
parties. In the newspapers of the 
province at present there is continual 
evidence of the working of the Lib- 
eral party organization and ite paid 
agent, Mr. Fisher. I have nothing 
against Mr. Fisher personally. He is 
a good friend of mine in private, but 
a paid political organizer means cam- 
paign funds and the old political sys- 
tem. This government has neither 
campaign funds nor organizer, and 
will have neither when the election 
comes. In this speech I wish to leave 
with you two main ideas, that I am in 
earnest and that I don’t indulge in 
any abuse ‘of imy opponents. At the 


‘same time I have to point out to you 


that a campaign fund means that its 
contributors are in the position of 
dictators with respect to any govern- 
ment that relies on that fund. If you 
want a return to the old political ar- 
rangemente, then you must put us 
out of office. The second issue at the 
coming election will be whether the 
present government is to remain in 
old Liberal 
party is to be put back in power. The 
Conservatives, though they cannot be 
ignored, do not -hope to form a. gov- 
ernment. 

“Tt is fair in dealing with criticism 
of the present government to remind 
you that the present leader of the 
opposition, Mr. C. R. Mitchell, waa 
provincial treasurer in the late Lib- 
eral government and largely respon. 
sible for the present flinancial condi- 
tiont. Mr. Mitchell says that we as 
a government are extravagant, and~ 
on the other hand that we do noth. 
ing. I want to contrast our record 
with that of the Liberals, and in doing 
so I want to judge Mr. Mitchell by his 
own words as to both the past and 
the future. Remember that in jiidg- 
ing us it is fair for you to keep in 
mind the inheritance which we had 
to take over when we came into of- 
fice. In Mr. Mitchell’s budget speech 
of 1918 he said that all through the 
Liberal period of government war has 
made the provincial treasurer’s work 
difficult, readjustments must be made 
in private and public expenditure, 
waste and extravagance must be 
eliminated. Yet knowing thie to be 
the case, the Liberal government in 
1918 proposed to increase expendi- 
tures by one and a half million dol- 
lars, the total expenditure of the 
province being only eleven millions. 
In 1919 Mr. Mitchell repeated his 
warnings as to the need of economy. 
In 1920 he pointed out the severe de- 
pression prevailing all round and the 
heavy arrears of taxes resulting from 
it. Yet at the same time he said that 
he saw no hope of cutting down the 
existing government services. At the 
end of 1920 the government expendi- 
ture was two millions higher than 
the previous year. Each year ex- 
penditure was increased and in 1921

down expenses. 
the same services as the Liberals, but 
we have’ done so. at a‘ reduced cost. 
Therefore we ask you whether you 
ought to turn us out of office at the 
coming election. ; ; i¥° 

“As to our record, I have te say 
that when.--we..came into power'.in 
1921, we decided. to forget some ‘of 
the frills of government. We took 
all the government’ offices ‘and we 
tried to reduce their cost without re- 
ducing the services: given. Govern- 
ments like individuals go bankrupt if 
they spend beyond their income, and 
every dollar of government expendi. 
ture comes ‘from: taxes. We could 
spend much, more but you would pay 
the bill. We have imposed no new 
taxes except ‘on some~- companies 
which we thought could stand ‘it. We 


taxes had we gone on at the old raté. 
Le me give you some details of what 
we have done. i 

“In my own department come: the 
land titles offices at Calgary and Ed- 
monton.. “Mr.' Mitchell said he could 
not reduce expenses. In ‘1921 the Ed- 
monton office cost $101,000.00. In 1923 


only $75,676.00. In 1921 the Calgary 
office cost ‘$100,000.00. In 1924 it cost 
only $75 000.00 and we are atill reduc- 
ing expenses. I have just signed an 
order for two machines which will 
cost about $900.00, but will save 
$7,000.00 a year. The provincial police 
in 1921 cost $541,872.00. That police 
service is a hard and big job. We have 
to police the whole area of Alberta 
with only 160 men. In 1924 the cost 
was only $468,000.00. Yet can any- 
one say that crime ie more prevalent 
in Alberta now than in 1921? 

In 1921 there were 57 process is- 
sucrs costing $6,250.00. In 1923 there 
were 63 costing only $3 250.00. In 
1924 there were 70 costing $3,500.00. 

“In the telephone department we 
have reduced the annual expenditure 
by $463,000.00 as compared with 1921. 
Yet we have 6,213 more subscribers 
than in 1921. We have reduced the 
cect of installing a telephone from 
$376.00 to $225.00, and the staff has 
been reduced from 965 to 666. Yet 
the service given is as good as ever. 

“How is that being done? It is 
done simply by the employment of 
ordinary business methods. Can any 
one now find needless government of 
ficials? (Compare that with such a 
case as the one under the late Lib- 
eral government where a man drew 
$100.00 a month for a position in the 
Calgary land titles office while living 
all the time in Edmonton. In our ap- 
pointment we consider efficiency only 
and not politics. In the case of one 
of my last appointments, that of the 
minanager of the Lethbridge northern 
{rrigation scheme, he called my atten- 
tion the other day to the fact that I 
had never asked him what hia politics 
were. I have not and I don’t care 
what they are. In this respect we 
have made a change from what used 
to be the case here and what is still 
the case elsewhere. . We do not sug: 
gest that we are perfect but we do 
say that we are trying to give this 
province an honest business-like gov- 
ernment. 

Ever since we came into office in 
1921 we have been handicapped in 
our administration ‘by the urgent need 
of saving. In 1905, when the province 
began its life, administration was 
easy, with no debt and ample re- 
sources for borrowing on. It is very 
hard now. Some urgent schemes, 
such ae that of mothers’ allowances 
we have had to shelve because we 
have not had the money to carry them 
out. We have had to close some ex: 
perimental farms. We have not been 
able to improve or gravel the road as 
we should have liked to do. We real- 
ize that agriculture and particularly 
dairying, the great industry of this 
province in the future cannot flour- 
ish without good roads for the trans- 
portation of producte to the markets. 
We cannot do what we should like to, 
yet we have drawn up the first really 
scientific scheme of road building in 
western Canada and we ‘have appoint- 
ed a man, Mr. Davidson, in charge of 
it, for whom there was nothing but 
praise from all sides of the house at 
the last session of the legislature. In 
spending money on roads we make 
no distinction whatever between the 
amounts spent in ministers’ constitu- 
encies and those spent in constitu- 
encies of opposition members. Under 
the Liberal government there were 
amazing differences in the amounts 
spent in, say Mr. Boyle’s constitu- 
ency and those epent in, say, Mr. 
Hoadley’s. We work on a business- 
like plan of dividing our money ac- 
cording to the mileage of roads want- 
ed, the difficulty of construction and 
the population in the different areas 


‘land we ignore politics altogether. 


“In respect to education we recog- 
nize the supreme importance of rural 
and elementary schools and we spend 
as much on them as in 1921 but not 
what we should like to. Big school 
programmes mean more taxes and we 
will not impose more taxes. 

“With respect to the very import- 
ant liquor department, I am not go- 
ing into the history of prohibition 
and government control. I declared 
the policy of the government under 
the old prohibition act to be one of 
fair enforcement and we did our best 
to enforce it. The change made to 
government control was not due to 
any conditions peculiar to Alberta for 
the change has been made over al- 
most the whole of Canada. Person- 
ally I am sorry the law was changed, 
bv that does not matter. When it 
was changed, we tried to give honest 
enforcement of the people’s will. A 
liquor law is always apt to give rise 
to all kinds of suspicion and rumors. 
In our case there has been no sus- 
picion as to the enforcement of the 
present law. At the last session of 
the house all parties joined in their 
praise of Mr. Dinning and there has 
been no real criticism of our conduct 
of the liquor department. In 1921, 
when I took office, I was surprised 
to find that in a prohibition province 
the government held stocks of Hquor 
to the value of $1,750 000.00. Up till 
January, 1921 the Liberal govern- 
ment had been able to manage with’ 
half a million dollars worth of liquor 
but between January and July, which 
curiously was the election date, the 
‘tock increased in value to one and 
three-quarter millions. What could I 
do with it when I took it over? 
could not destroy it as it represented 
public money. We bought practically 
no new liquor at all until we had re. 
duced the stock to the value of three. 
quarters of a million dollars. Under 
the present act we ‘have never ha’ 
more than one million dollars worth 
of stock. After enquiry ard compari 
‘on, I believe Alberta has the hes’ 
enforced and most sucessful liquo: 
act in the whole of Canada. 

In the public auditor's department 
wa last year spent $41,000.00 on a

thorough investigation of the ac. 
counts. As a result we have so re- 
organized the accounting system that 
we are saving $20 000.00 every year. 
The Liberal government spent $4,- 
000.00 a year in auditing their liquor 
department. We are doing it for 
$400.00. In the audit of the tele- 
phone department we have reduced 
the cost from $11,000.00 to $6,000.00 
a@ year. 

“When I came into office and asked 
for a statement of succession duty 
owing to the government I found that 
it could not be got without examining 
every file singly. Now there is a 
monthly return of all duties owing 
and I can tell in a few minutes the 
total owing to the government. 

“Taxes are now coming in on an in- 
creased scale of $400,000.00 a year. 
When we took over any government 
clerk could cancel a tax bill with a 
stroke of his pen, which obviously 
opened the way to corruption. This 
has been entirely done away with. 


There are many other important 
questions you are interested in. One 
such is the price you get for your 
products. You cannot prosper in your 
farming unless you can sell at a 
profit. We eet our minds to that 
problem in connection with co-oper- 
ative marketing. The wheat poo! has 
to be kept out of politics so I say 
nothing of the government attitude 
towards it, but we are doing what we 
can to help the dairy and livestock 
pools. We are also trying to develo: 
new markets. We believe that thero 
is a great and increasing market for 
Alberta food products in the Orient 
and we are trying quietly to deve'op 
that market.. We are deeply interest- 
ed in tranaport problems. for our food 
products, for in 1921 less than 1) 
000.pounds of Alberta butter was sent 
to Britain, but now four million 
pounds are sent in a year. Our coal 
is largely worthless to us now be- 
cause of freight rates. Therefore 
again we are interested in transpor- 
tation. We fought to keep the Crow's 
Nest agreement in existence but the 
dominion government abolished if! We 
managed to get a ten per cent reduc- 
tion in grain rates to Vancouver and 
this means in the aggregate a great 
saving for Alberta farmers. We e6uc. 
ceeded in forcing a complete change 
in the staff at the elevators and har. 
bor organization at Vancouver in the 
interests of honest handling of .Al- 
berta grain. Now we are getting 
ready to fight before the dominion 
government's freight rate commis- 
sion on the question of grain rates 
to the Pacific, coal rates to Ontario, 
and low rates generally from west to 
east and east to west. 

“In the drought areas we stopped 
the wasteful giving of seed grain and 
relief and instead we quietly have 
been moving the farmers to better 
areas in the province and also help- 
ing them through the services of the 
debt adjustment commissioner who 
has acted in many cases as a sort of 
trustee for the creditors, and by his 
conciliatory methods has kept hun- 
dreds of farmers on their lands in Al- 
berta who otherwise would have left 
the province. As many as 6 000 farm. 
ers have used the commissioner's 
help in one year. We consider this 
work to be what might be called ex- 
cellent immigration work. 

“On the natural resources question 
the late Liberal government did all 
that it could, and we took up the fight 
with the dominion government. Mr. 
Macrenzie King, when speaking in 
the 3st, suggested that we had not 
pressed the matter sufficiently. We 
took him at his word and Mr. Green- 
field went to Ottawa and so persist- 
ently pressed the question of the re- 
sources that we have virtually arrived 
at an agreement. Mr. Mackenzie 
King promised to put this agreement 
through parliament last session but 
did not do so. It is promised for nex. 
session. I must utter a word of warn- 
ing as to these resources. They wiil 
not mean any immediate gain. What 
we make from them will probably 
come to only about what we get by 
way of subsidy now from the domin- 
jon government, but we believe we 
can manage these resources better 
from Edmonton than they can be 
managed from Ottawa and we also 
take the long view and believe that 
when we get a greatly increased popn- 
lation in the prairie provinces thece 
resources will be of great help to us. 

“In conclusion I again say that 
within a year you will have to give 
your verdict on the government at 
the polls. We put our record before 
you and by that: record we wish to 


The chairman asked if any of the 
audience wished to ask any questions. 
Mr. Sharock of Gilby asked what the 
government was- going to do to im- 
prove the loan conditions in Alberta, 
bring back the loan companies and 
get cheap money for the farmers. In 
reply Mr. Brownlee stated that arti- 
ficial prosperity cannot ‘be brought 
about, that cheap money will not 
make prosperity; only profitable mar- 
keting will do that. As to the charge 
that the government's legislation had 
caused the withdrawal of the loan 
companies, he flatly denied it. He 
stated that money can now be bor 
rowed as cheaply and as freely in Al- 
berta as in Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan. The position of mortgages is 
now better than in 1921 and not 
worse. The government had called 
the mortgage companies into confer 
ence with them and had met most of 
their requests, the chief of which was 
the restoration of the effect of the 
attornment clause in mortgages. The 
legislation. which shook the security 
of mortgages wae entirely the work 
of the Liberal government and not of 
the present government. The presi- 
dent of the Alberta Loan Association 
had written to Mr. Brownlee contra- 
dicting a published statement sup- 
posed to have been made by him that 
the Alberta government had damag- 
ed the security of mortgages. 

Mr. Kingsepp stated that what was 
felt was that the people were no bet- 
ter off than in 1921, and he asked why 
the government had not given effect 
to the U.F.A. resolution against new 
immigration under present conditions 

Mr. Brownlee replied that the gov: 
ernment ‘believed that in that matter 
the U.F.A. was wrong and therefore 
they refused to follow their resolu. 
tion. The government believed in 
carefully selected immigration, and 
would not surrender their right of 
intelligent decision to the U.F.A. or 
anyone else. 

Mr. Kingsepp asked also as to the 
Rice case at the University at Ed. 
monton. Mr. Brownlee replied thi 
the government saw no reason to in- 
terfere with the decision of the uni- 
versity authorities and did not favor 
such interference at any time. 
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the people felt no better off than in 
1921, he said that the government 
could not alter natural laws, that too 
much had perhaps been expected of 
them, and that prosperity could not 
be manufactured. 

Mr. G. Christie asked whether the 
government considered the university 
expenditure justifiable in view of tha 
urgent need of elementary education. 
Mr. Brownlee replied that the govern- 
ment found the university in exist- 
ence and had to choose between 
carrying it on economically but ef- 
ficiently or abandoning it to He der 
elict. They considered that the for- 
mer: wae the better course, though 
he recognized that thé cost must 
cause some sense of unfairness in 
rural districts much in need of edu- 
cation. 

In answer to a further question Mr. 
Brownlee said that the government 
were certainly prepared to meet the 
Conservatives half way with a view 
to getting rid of the old party sys- 
tem and divisions. They would meet 
the Conservatives or any other party 
who wished to achieve only efficient 
government. 

The meeting closed with a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Brownlee for his ad- 
dress: 

At Rocky Mountain House in the 
evening the attendance wae disap 
pointingly small owing to the Hall 
Lake stampede having attracted many 
of the people away, while the night 
had turned out exceedingly stormy.

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IS THE CHAUTAUQUA SYSTEM 
DESIRABLE? \ 

A representative of the ‘Dominion 
Chautauqua was in Red Deer last week 
endeavoring to arrange for the hold- 
ing of the usual type of Chautauqua 
entertainments here next year. There 
is a good deal of difference of opinion 
about the Chautauqua system. The 
Chautauqua insist on a guarantee be- 
ing given of s0 much money before 
they will bring their companies to 
any place, ‘and this guarantee in most 
cases has to be given by individuals, 
who can gain nothing if the enter- 
tainments are well patronized and 
successful, but are Hable for any de- 
(ficiencies if the attendances are small 
and returns come below the guaran- 
teed total. From the point of view 
of the Chautauqua, this is an admir- 
able arrangement; based on the sim- 
ple principle of “heads we win, tails 
you lose.” From the guarantors’ 
point of view it is quite another thing. 
They take the risk of no little finan- 
cial loss and they can gain nothing 
whatever but the consciousness that 
they have helped to provide the com- 
munity with an entertainment pro- 
fessedly elevating and enjoyable. 
That seems to be a thing which in- 
dividual citizens should hardly be ex- 
pected to do. If it is the community 
that is to benefit from these Chautau- 
qua performances, surely it is the 
community which should give the 
Zuarantee, but at the present time 
any proposal that the city should 
guarantee the Chautauqua its stipulat- 
ed returns would assuredly and right- 
ly meet with the most strenuous op- 
position and would probably not be 
given serious consideration. 

That raises the question of whether 
the Chautauqua organization has any 
equitable right to such a guarantee. 
The time has gone by when it could 
seriously claim to be a public bene- 
faction, providing real education for 
the people at large. It is now a busi- 
ness organization, providing enter- 
tainment, healthy and sound enough, 
no doubt, but no better than the aver- 
age professional lecturere or music- 
jians can and do provide at their own 
tisk. If all the profits, over and above 
expenses, went to the community or 
to ascertained and approved public 
and educational causes, then the case 
for the guarantee would be much 
strengthened, but they do not do any- 
thing of the sort. The conclusion to 
which one is driven is that there is 
no logical reason why the Chautauqua 
organizers should receive any guaran- 
tee from either individuals or com- 
munities. No fault can be found with 
them for asking for the guarantee. 
That is merely businese. All sorts of 
public entertainments from classical 
performers on the piano to prize fight- 
ers get a guarantee whenever they 
can, but there must be few who de- 
mand a guarantee against loss and 
at the game time do no suggest even 
a sharing of the profits. Only super- 
lative merit could justify such a de- 
mand and the merit of the Chautauqua 
performances is not superlative. They 
are as a rule quite good and nothing 
more. In recent times Red Deer it- 
self, if all its resources were com- 
bined. could have furnished a_ per- 
formance or a series of performances 
little if at all below the level of the 
Chautauqua ones both in respect of 
educational and entertaining qualities. 
Yet one can’easily imagine the re- 
ception which would be given a de- 
mand for a guarantee of quite 
considerable pay from local perform- 
ers. It would seem on the whole that 
the Chautauqua people ought to take 
their chance of patronage like other 
entertainment organizations. If they 
will not do so but demand their 
guarantee before visiting Red Deer, 
then perhaps Red Deer must make up 
its mind to do without them. Cer- 
tainly private citizens ought not to 
be asked to guarantee the success of 
the entertainments.

THE STATUS OF SCHOOL 
TEACHERS 

‘Our attention has been directed to 
an interesting article recently pub- 
lished in the magazine of the Alberta 
Teachers’ Alliance from the pen of 
Mr. C. Sansom. It deals with the 
question of the status of school teach- 
ers in the life of Canada, this ques 
tion being connected with the unfor- 
tunately all too certain fact that a 
large number of our school teachers 
are anything but enthusiastically de- 
voted to their profession. On the 
contrary, most of them regard it with 
hardly concealed dislike and there 
are few male school teachers who are 
in the least inclined to advise their 
sons to take up teaching as a life 
work. 

It is suggested in the article in 
question that the social status of the 
teacher {is lower than it should be and 
that the root cause of that fact is 
that the teacher {8 so very much at 
the mercy of people who are his in- 4 


feriors in respect of knowledge and 
intellect. As the employe of the local 
school trustees the teacher is entire- 
ly at their mercy. If his ideas of il | 
cipline or teaching differ from theirs 
he is Mable to dismissal. In this 
ultra democratic age the school trus- 
tees in their turn are constantly sub- 
ject to the pressure of the individual 
taxpayer, and the individual taxpay- 
er’s ideas on the subject of education 
are apt to be somewhat crude, to put 
it mildly. The number of taxpayers 
who give serious thought and study 
to the echool curriculum must be 
|sadly few. Yet equally few must be 
the taxpayers who hesitate for a mo- 
ment to find the gravest fault with the 
teacher if their children fail in exam- 
inations or are punished for misbe- 
havior in school. The natural result 
follows that the teachers, writhing 
under this dictation from persons 
ignorant of the technique of the pro- 
fession and careless of its many dif- 
ficulties, take the first chance offered 
them of getting out of the profession, 
or, if the need of bread and butter is 
urgent and the alternative openings 
not apparent, they give up a really 
keen professional interest in their 
work and deliberately adapt their be. 
havior to the securing of their salar. 
ies. It is not always so, of courée. 
There are places, especially in the 
cities, where school trustees are both 
popular enough and strong enough 
and capable enough to choose good 
teachers, back them to the full and 
convince the ‘taxpaye’s that that is 
the proper course. But such places 
are none too many. With such a 
condition of things existing, it is no 
wonder that the teachers have not 
the status that their profession 
should in theory entitle them to. In 
practice | it is the man who ‘holds the 
whip in his hand who commands the 
respect, even if it is the snarling re- 
spect, of the human animals, while 
he who has to jump to the crack of 
the whip may do so most skilfully and 
gracefully but he does not count for 
much in the eyes of the onlookers. 

What is the remedy for this state 
of things? On the one hand the tax: 
payers, who provide the money for 
the schools and their teachers, can- 
not well be expected to do so and yet 
have no voice or control in the con: 
duct of these schoole. On the other 
hand, the present condition of things 
is good for neither pupils, teachers, 
nor the community as a whole. The 
suggestion is made that greater se- 
curity of tenure should be offered bo 
the teachers. If so, the public must 
be assured of the quality of those 
teachers. If a higher standard of 
qualifications was coupled with as- 
sured immunity from constant capric- 
fous criticism and with regular pro- 
motion on grounds of merit ‘the 
teaching profession would rise ‘stead- 
ily in the opinion both of the public 
and of its own members, and the 
children of Canada would benefit ac- 
cordingly. 


THE GATHERING STORM 
IN CHINA 


Each week brings news of the in- 
creasing seriousness of the situation 
in China as regards foreigners. At- 
tacks on foreigners by Chinese indi- 
viduals are becoming more frequent. 
Many foreigners have been sent out 
of the country by the official repre- 
sentatives of their own national gov- 
ernments. Many more are gathered 
in the foreign settlements which ex: 
ist in numbers of Chinese cities, and 
these settlements are protected by 
soldiers and sailors landed by the for. 
eign powers. The Chinese authori- 
ties, so far as there are any in that 
unhappy land of chaos, are making 
no serious effort to restrain these at- 
tacks on foreigners. In some cases 
they are almost openly encouraging 
them, while the phantom government 
in the capital of China, Pekin, re- 
ceives formal protests from the for- 
eign powers and does nothing what- 
ever about them. Behind the Chinese 
and almost certainly encouraging 
and egging them on, stands Soviet 
Russia, represented in Pekin by an 
Armenian ambassador, Kara-Khan, 
who seems to have all the capacity 
for malignant intrigue characteristic 
of his much tormented, most unlove- 
ly race. Under the stress of circum- 
stances | the friendly agreements 
made by Japan and Russia recently 
are being put to a severe strain, and 
relations between them are becoming 
less than cordial. Hence arises the 
suggestion that the Japanese alliance 
with Great Britain may be renewed. 
It was originally made against Russia 
and if it were revived it would be the 
menace of Russia which would be re- 
sponsible for it. It ig Russia's anti- 
British intrigues in China which 
have brought the British Government 
near to the point of breaking off re 
lations with Russia. 

For the time being the conse- 
quences of the anti-foreign movement 
may be limited. Foreigners, particu- 
larly British, may have to leave 
China. Some may be killed before 
they do so. Trade with China may 
wither and die. Yet the British Em- 
pire would not suffer very greatly as 
a result. It is the more distant fut- 
ure that may hold results of the most 
serious kind arising from the present 
Chinese gituation. If China Bets rid 
of all western Europeans and Ameri- 
cans, she will be left at the mercy of 
Russia, and almost inevitably will 
tend to fall under the sway of that 
semi-oriental race. That may mean 
another Russo-Japanese war with all 
ite possible entanglements and com- 
Plications and its effect on world 
trade. It may also mean the devasta- 
tion or ruin of another part of the

world: 
In the theantime thé lives of many 
of our colintrymen and women in 
China are in grave danger and de- 
velopments there ought to be watched 
carefully. In these days and in the 
present state of the world, a conflag: 
ration in one part is Hable to spread 
elsewhere in a most unexpected and 
alarming way. 2 
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THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL ON 
THE GOVERNMENT’S RECORD 

In this issue we publish a report of 
the speech made by the attorney- 
genoral, the Honorable J. E. Brown- 


lee, at the meetings held by him 
last week at  Eckville and Rocky 


Mountain House. They were good 
speeches made without exaggera- 
tions and without any extravagant 
claims to merit on the part of the 
government. They may be summed 
up as a belief that the government 
is doing its best to give the province 
& business-like administration and 
that it has also, so far as possible, 
got away from the bad old system 
of political patronage in government 


appointments. : 
The speech had the further merit 


of giving detailed evidences of econo- 
‘mies effected by the government as 
compared with their predecessors. It 
is true that is wae not an extremely 
hard matter to economize as compar- 
ed with the late Liberal government 
whose record is deplorably bad. AS 
far as finance and patronage are con- 
cerned Mr. Brownlee suggested that 
the government and _ the farmers’ 
party will go into the next election 
without party funds or paid organiz- 
ers. This is well, so far as it goes, 
but it is always to be remembered 
that behind the farmers’ party stands 
the well-organized U.F.A, which to 
a large extent may be said to take 
the place of party organizations. 
Therefore, this argument may not 
have quite as much force as the at- 
torney-general thought. Another ex- 
cellent point made by him in his Eck- 
ville speech was that the government 
are prepared to adopt the suggestion 
made in these columns last week and 
meet the Conservatives or any other 
party organization ‘half way in the 
abolition of the old party distinctions 
in provincial politics. If this theory 
could be worked out in practice, the 
farmers’ government and party will 
deserve the gratitude of Alberta. 

Mr. Brownlee’s speeches had also 
the suggestion about them of straight- 
forwardness which has characterized 
this government from the time of its 
taking office. No doubt there is an- 
other side to the government record 
than that presented by Mr. Brownlee, 
and it would be interesting to see 
that record analyzed by a really keen 
and informed critic who was at the 
same time free from any suggestion 
of self-seeking and self-interest. 

In the meantime however, the 
whole impression ‘lett by these 
speeches was a favorable one and it 
is to be hoped that the Conservatives 
will meet the farmers’ party in the 
same spirit as that suggested by the 
attorney-general and see if they can- 
not combine to raise the whole stand. 
ard of provincial politics im Alberta 
to a better and more sensible level. 
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ABANDONMENT OF 
PARTY POLITICS 


THE OPINIONS OF LOCAL CITI- 
ZENS ON THIS QUESTION 


In our last issue we suggested that 
it is desirable in the interests of AJ- 
berta that the party system at present 
existing in provincial votitics should 
be done away with and that the mem- 
bers of the provincial legislature 
should be elected on their merits as 
business men only, without respect 
to their party affiliations. We publish 
below the opinions of a number of 
local men drawn from all three par- 
ties as to the desirability and possi- 
bility of this being done. If the speech 
made by the attorney-general of Al- 
berta at Eckville last Friday is read, 
it will be seen that in answer to a 
queétion he indicated that the pres- 
ent farmers’ government is not indis- 
posed to go half-way to meet any or- 
ganization which will assist in getting 
rid of the party system. 

W. J. Botterill: The abandonment 
of the party system in provincial 
politics meets with my entire ap- 
proval. It will, however, be difficult 
to accompli¢h and _ will require the 
initial action of a number of promin- 
ent men in whose good faith the pub- 
lic have complete confidence. 

R. L. Gaetz: I am entirely in favor 
of the abandonment of the party sys- 
cem in provincial politics. I do not, 
however consider that it ts possible 
under existing circumstances. 

Mayor Johns: I am wholly in favor 
of the abandonment of the party sys- 
tem in provincial politics. If the 
initiative were taken by a number of 
strong and capable men I do not see 
that it should be impossible. 

Dr. John Collison: I approve of the 
suggestion of abandoning the party 
eystem in provincial politics and I do 
not see why it should not be possible 
to do so. 

J. T. Berry: I approve of provincial 
politics being divorced from domin- 
ion politics and thereafter the party 
Syetem in provincial matters being 
dropped, but I am not quite satisfied 
that this is feasible. 

J. W. Broughton: I quite agree with 
your idea of a provincial business ad- 
ministration but as long as human 
nature remains a6 it is today there 
will be partyism. As a Iifelong Liberal 
T regard it as a calamity for any gov- 
ernment to have so large a majority 
that it can be indifferent to the opin- 
fons of the minority. 

Ralph Patterson: I am of the opin- 
jon that party politica should be en- 
tirely eliminated in provincial mat- 
ters. This is possible just as much 
in Alberta as in a county coumcil in 
Great Britain. © 

W. E. Payne; I am of the opinion 
that in the best Interests of the prov-| 
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ince the electors Sliould gat together 
to form'a govetiiment composed of 
the best men in the province along 
j the lines of the Old territorial goveri 
ment headed by Sir Frederick Haul. 
tain. It i8 pdséible bit at thé present 
time there ‘are Several obstacles to 
be overcome, which might easily ‘be 
eliminated by a fair and frank round 
table conference. 


CRICKET 


1On Wednesday afternoon of last 
week Red Deer went to Pine Lake 
to play the return match in the 
league.

When 
Pine Lake went in again little time 
was left for play and several of the 
Red Deer men, thinking the game was 
over, had left. The substitutes field- 
ed gallantly, but the absence of the 
departed was felt, and ‘with Red 
Deer's bowlers not finding their 
length, Pine Lake made runs. fast, 
though, as in Red Deer’s second inn- 
ings, anxiety to hit and get the runs 
caused two men to be run out. When 
the game was stopped by time Pine 
Lake had made 39 for three wickets, 
and looked like making a good score.

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NATURE NOTES. 


One glorious calm suany day I was 
sitting on the steps.of our summer 
cottage at Sylvan Lake, watching a 
number of--wild fowl diasporting them- 
selves out in the bay, when my atten- 
tion was drawn to a terrific splashing 
just beyond the birds. I was- watching 
with my binoculars. This proved to 
be a loon in evident distress, appar- 
ently attacked by something under 
the water to judge by its frantic ef; 
forts to get. free. I wondered if a 
pike could have got hold of one of its 
legs, as there was every indication 
that it was being dragged: down. At 
first, with great effort it flapped along 
for about 20 yards, I should judge.

V. Learned, 
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POISON IVY 


Year after year as folks fare forth 
to camp or summer cottage interest 
in poison ivy revives. Many have 
yet to learn to recognize these low 
bushy, slightly woody-stemmed plants 
rising from long rootstocks at or just 
below ground level, and bearing the 
characteristic leaves of triple, 
smoothish, pointed leaflets, and fre- 
quently the old clusters of round, 
whitish fruits beneath them. 

Failing to recognize and avoid the 
plants, many people, susceptible to 
po‘soning, find themselves presently 
interested in remedies. Few seem 
to be aware that on contact with the 
or even with shoes, tools, etc., 
that have been in contact, they should 
promptly remove all _ traces of itr 
virulent oil by, freely lathering the 
skin with strong soap and rine’ng 
under hot running or _ constantly 
changed water. Inflammation result- 
ing from unsuspected exposure or 
neglect of the above precautions may 
be relieved by applying solutions of 
baking soda or Epsom salts, one or 
two teaspoonfuls to a cup of water 
and ‘bandaging. Various elaborate 
treatments are offered which are sel- 
dom any more helpful or so readily 
available. 

It is surprising.how few efforts are 
made to clean up ivy from constant- 
ly frequented public and_ private 
grounde. Though eradication is 
bound to be laborious, there are plenty 
of people who could safely work at 
it. In hard or rocky ground, wher- 
ever injury to the soil does not mat- 
ter dry salt or strong brine might 
be applied before growth becomes too 
dense, or after mowing it with a 
scythe. Caustic soda and other pois- 
onow: chemicals are also recommend- 
ed. As a rule, however, direct re- 
moval of the rootstocks from the soil 
by means of grubbing hoe, potato 
hook, digging or ploughing when pos- 
sible is preferred. Sometimes when 
growing in leaf mold or rich soil, as- 
tonishingly long strands of rootstocks 
can be dragged out intact. This is 
most safely and easily done ‘before 
spring grawth commences. Smal’ 
patches have thus been cleared up at 
one operation which would have re- 
quired repeated spraying,

SEVERE PENALTIES 
FOR SMUGGLING 


The amendments to the Customs 
Act assented to on June 25, have 
made the penalties for smuggling of 
any kind much more severe than they 
were. Imprisonment and heavy pen- 
alties which must be imposed on a 
conviction are now fixed by the act 
as the punishment of smuggling. If 
the goods smuggled are over $200.00 
in value, the offense becomes an in- 
dictable one calling for imprisonment 
or penal servitude of from one to ten 
years. It is reported that since the 
amendment came into force an ap- 
preciable rise in the customs revenue 
on the United States border has been 
recorded.

In December, 1917 I was serving as 
an able seaman in the Royal Canadian 
patrol ship “Margaret” and on the 
morning of December 6th we were in 
the dockyard of Halifax harbor. The 
“Margaret” was originally a fishery 
cruiser, but the needs of the war had 
led to her being diverted to patrol 
work. She was not a large ship and 
carried only four 12-pounder guns. We 
were moored to the shore; moored to 
us on the outside lay the destroyer 
“Grilse.” It wae a very beautiful 
winter morning clear, sunny and not 
at all cold. No snow was lying on 
shore. At about nine in the morning 
I was at work on deck, cleaning ‘one 
of the guns. Near me two or three 
dockyard “maties” or laborers were 
working. Suddenly we saw about 300 
yards away huge flames rising in tho 
air. From where we were it looked 
as if a fire had started in the dry 
dock and one of the “maties,” who 
belonged to the marine fire brigade, 
called out that -he must go ashore and 
report for duty with the brigade. He 
accordingly went ashore and return- 
ed almost immediately to say that 
he must go. In the meantime the fire 
had come nearer and we could feel 
the heat of the flames. Then we saw 
that it was not, ad we had thought at 
first, a fire in the dry dock but that 
it was a ship on fire in “The Nar- 
rows” of the harbor. The thick smoke 
rolling up from her had at first con- 
cealed her, but a small explosion of 
the blazing benzine oil on board clear- 
ed the smoke-for the moment and let 
us see the ship. She was a French 
munition ship carrying explosives and 
by some means or other some oil on 
board had caught fire and was burn- 
ing furiously. She was known to be 
carrying a large quantity of explo- 
sivee and the position was obviously 
one of extreme peril. Her crew had 
apparently abandoned her, 580 that 
she was slowly drifting without any 
control, 

The next thing we saw was tho 
large steamer “Imo” carrying relief 
stores fer Belgium, coming up the 
harbor. The ships were not unduly 
close to one another. There was am- 
ple room for the “Imo” to pass the 
slowly drifting munition ship. In- 
stead of that, to our great surprise 
we saw the “Imo” swing around and 
make straight for the munition ship. 
I do not know what the explanation 
of this manoeuvre ie. I have heard 
the stories spread abroad about Its 
helng a case of deliberate treachery, 
the result of a German plot, but it is 
also possible that the “Imo,” seeing 
the blazing munition ship and realiz- 
ing the extreme peril which would 
reeult from the flames reaching the 
explosives, decided that the best thing 
to do was to ram and sink her before 
this happened, even though to do 60 
was to run a tremendous risk herself. 
Whatever the explanation may be, we 
who were watching saw the “Imo” 
swing around and charge straight at 
the munition ship. Almost at the same 
time a steam pinnace from one of 
the British war ships in the harbor 
was making for the munition ship 
with the intention of boarding her 
and trying to get the flames under 
control. The pinnace reached the 
ship first and a petty officer had actu- 
ally climbed the rope ladder which 
was hanging alongside and was put- 
ting his leg over the bulwark of the 
ship when the “Imo” crashed into her. 
There was a é6hort pause after the 
collision. I cannot think it could 
haye been more than a few seconds 
duration. Then there came a tre- 
mendous shattering explosion. Some- 
thing like a ‘blast seemed to strike 
me in the face and knocked me down 
on the deck and for a time I lost con- 
sciousness. When I came to, dazed 
and shaken I found myself alone on 
the “Margaret.” A great hole gaped 
in the deck a few feet away where 
some flying mass of metal had fallen. 
The ship’s searchlight was smashed 
to bite. Every pane of glass on board 
was: smashed to atoms. Afterwards 
I learned that a signaller in the chart 
room of the “Margaret” had just 
stepped outside it with a telescope 
to look at what he thought was the 
fire in the dry dock when the explo- 
sion came. The windows of the chart 
room were shattered like all the rest. 
The flying fragments were embedded 
all over the walls of the chart noom. 
Had the signaller remained in it a 
moment longer, he would have been 
pierced through and through by a host 
of jagged pieces of glass. 

As my senses began to come back 
to me, it seemed as if the “Margaret” 
was moving. Alongside of us the de- 
stroyer “Grilse’ was rocking and 
swinging backwards and_ forwards, 
with all but one of the stout steel 
hawsers by which she had been moor- 
ed to us snapped like threads. I got 
dizzily to my feet, and as I did so I 
heard my name called from the dock 
side. I looked around and found that 
the rest of the crew of the “Margaret” 
were standing on the dock, having 
been ordered ashore when the explo- 
sion took place. Someone called to 
me to help to get another mooring 
rope on board the ‘‘Margaret,” for as 
in the case of the “Grilse,’’ all but 
one of the hawsere mooring us to the 
shore were snapped. Feeling very 
shaken and groggy, I began to try 
to do what was asked of me, but the 
swaying and rocking of the ship 
saved me the trouble, as her stern 
veered to the dock side, and a couple 
of men sprang on board and got the 
fresh mooring ropes fastened, while 
the great waves caused by the ex- 
plosion gradually subsided. What 
the size and force of those waves 
must have been was forcibly brought 
to our minds later in the day when 
we found that for half a mile or so 
up the steeply sloping shore of the 
harbor the ground was a mass of mud 
caused by a huge rush of waves 
sweeping up the slopes from the har. 
bor and then retiring, leaving added 
wreckage behind them. As to the 
steam pinnace and the men in it 
which had just reached the doomed 
ship when she exploded not a trace 
of them was seen again. They were 
blow. into fragments in an instant. 
The light cruiser “Highflyer” was one 
of the ships lying in the harbor at 
the time of the explosion and when 
it cecurred her men had just been 
assembled for “divisions” or morning 
prayers. The force of the explosion 
and the flying fragments of all sorts 
caused heavy losses amongst them. 
Rather surprisingly, the “Imo,” which 
hat crashed into the munition ship, 
was not entirely destroved by the 
explosion. She was wrecked badly 
but hes masts remained stanning and 
she drifted ashore at Dartinouth and 
lay there with her upper works a 
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jumbled mase of heaped wreckage. 


As soon as the “Margaret” and the 
“Grilse’ had been secured again we 
were all ordered ashore to the “coin- 
mons,” open land lying beside the city 
of Halifax. The authorities were 
afraid that further explosions would 
take place in the storee of explosives 
on shore as the result of fires started 
by the first great explosion. ‘All the 
people of Halifax in the vicinity of 
the danger area were therefore or- 
dered out of the city to the commons, 
and arrangements were in train for 
leoking -after them there. That hav- 
ing been done, we were next sent {nto 
the wrecked area of the city to begin 
the work of rescue. 

This wae a dreadful sight. The 
worst force of the explosion had fal- 
len on the residential district close 
to “the Narrows,” and in it hardly 
a house-remained standing. All over 
the city windows were smaaned. and 
minor damage done, but in the really 
wrecked area the destruction was on 
a wholesale scale. The sights that 
met us were very trying. I went into 
one school where ‘on an upper floor 
a class of small children had been at 
work when the explosion came and 
the roof of the building had fallen in. 
At one of the desks we found a little 
girl sitting in the attitude of writing, 
but a great beam had fallen on her 
and she was quite dead. From that 
floor we carried out eight dead chil- 
dren. In other places we found peo- 
ple still alive but imprisoned below 
the wreckage of their houses and 
there in some cases we were able to 
rescue. We made rough stretchers of 
boarde of wood to carry the injured 
away on, and took them out to the 
open land of the commons, where 
they were laid on the ground and cov- 
ered with whatever we could find in 
the way of blankets and other cover- 
ings. I have spoken of the great wave 
which flowed up the slopes from the 
sea. The mud that it left behind it 
made our work infinitely harder, for 
we sank in it at times almost un to 
the knees. I believe that a considex 
able number of those who lost their 


lives as the result of the expbosion’ 


were either drowned by the wave or 
suffocated in the mud when lying 
helpless under the wreckage. At 
another point I saw two big horses 
lying dead. They had been hauling 
a wagon through the streets when 
the explosion came and it had ob- 
viously killed them instantaneously. 
The driver was lying a little way off, 
having been thrown violently off his 
wagon by the shock of the explosion. 
Other sights of a similar character 
were met with all over the wrecked 
area. 

We worked hard all day long. As 
far as food was concerned, we simply 
took anything we could get at chance 
moments, and naturally there was 
plenty of it to be found in the empty 
houses. We sailors were allotted one 
section of the city to work in, while 
soldiers worked in another section. 
I don't believe that there was any 
looting or etealing worth mentioning. 
I heard it said that there was a lit- 
tle done but I do not think that it 
can have amounted to much. The 
naval and military authorities took 
charge of the situation too quickly 
and too thoroughly to allow scope 
for looting, even if there had been 
any persons bad enough to try to take 
advantage of such a disaster for their 
personal gain. 

While many of the injured. people 
were laid on the open ground, others 
were taken to such buildings in the 
city as had not suffered serious in- 
jury and were converted into tempor. 
ary hospitals, especially once it be- 
came fairly certain that no further 
explosions were likely to take place. 
Volunteers from the sailors cleared 
the magazines of explosives and re- 
moved them to places of safety and 
the fires were gradually subdued or 
burnt themselves out. ; 

With nightfall came further trou- 
bles for the homeless people. Heavy 
wet snow fell and caused great suf- 
fering among the refugees lying on 
the bare ground of the common. ] 
believe that a number died from ex- 
posure to the cold and wet, and I am 
not surprised at this, for some of them 
could hardly have had even blankets 
to shelter them. 

All through the night we were kept 
on sentry guard duty among the ruins. 
Little or no rescue work was attempt- 
ed during the night, it being difficult 
or impossible to get adequate light for 
working among the ruins. It wae said 
at this time by one of our men that 
he heard two men talking in the 
street, one of whom said to the other: 
“That’s a good job done, anyhow, but 
it should have been done last night 
at nine o'clock.” When we asked ‘him 
why he did not at once challenge 
these men or have them arrested he 
made some excuse about not being 
able to keep track of them, but of 
course there may have been some 
mistake or stupid misunderstanding 
as to what he overheard, and such 
stories get about very easily under 
similar circumstances. In the etreet 
when on patrol duty I met a friend 
of mine also in the navy, and on ask- 
ing him how he had fared and what 
he was doing, he showed me that he 
had lost half of his arm, which had 
been carried off by some flying nissile 
hurled by the explosion. The nature 
of these missiles and the force of the 
explosion may perhaps be_ realized 
when it is stated that the anchor of 
the destroyed munition ship was 
found on land at a distance of some. 
thing like half a mile from the point 
at which the explosion took place, 
while pieces of the ship’s eteel sides 
weighing as much as half a ton fell 
erashing through the roofs of ‘houses 
in the city. In the case of such a 
disaster those who were out in the 
open were infinitely safer than those 
who were in buildings of any kind, 
yet when it was feared that further 
explosions might occur and the peo- 
ple of the city were told to leave 
their houses and get ont onto the 
open commons, it was most difficult 
to persuade them to obey the instruc: 
tions. They clung to the idea that 
they were safer in their houses how- 
ever flimsy the roofs or walls might 
be. I believe the same idea prevailed 
generally during the war, when men 
would take shelter from shell and 
rifle fire behind the most absurd 
cover, even a shed of canvas, feeling 
safer there than in the open. 

When the fire on the munition ship 
was first seen and was thought to be 
in the dockyard one of the city fire 
engines turned out and went at full 
gallop to the dockyard. It had just 
pulled up beside it when the explosion 
came, and engine, horsea and men 
were all blown instantly into pieces, 
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As far as I myself was concerned, 
the effect of the explosion was com- 
paratively slight. I felt slightly 
shaken and unnerved for the rest of 
the day but wae all right next day. In 
any case, the work of rescue was 
quite enough to upset one and I had 
hard work to'keep control of myself 
when I helped in such work as _litt- 
ing three little children and_ their 
mother, wounded and -moaning, out of 
the knee-deep mud to have their 
wounds very hastily dressed before 
they were carried away to the im- 
provised hospitals or shelters. 

At the railway station a train had 
just arrived and the passengers were 
getting out when the explosion came 
and the roof with its heavy steel gird- 
ers fell in.on them adding to the 
tale of the dead and injured. 

It wae not only our ship that had 


its cables snapped. All over the har- 


bor ships were torn from their moor- 
ings and tossed to and fro on the 
great waves. The old “Niobe,” the 
much-laughed-at cruiser of the Cana- 
dian navy, was lying dismantled in 
the harbor and was torn adrift like 
others. ‘Our first lieutenant was sent 
in a sort of steam tub to secure her 
and while on this duty missed his 
footing and fell into the tug boat's 
hold, and was killed by the fall. 
The soldiers: remained on guard in 
the city, I think, for about a fort- 
night, but we sailors were kept to 
the dockyard after the firat day or so. 
In all I think about 1200 people 
were killed by the explosion, over 
2000 were injured and over 6000 were 
left homeless, the destruction in some 
sections of the city being practicatly 
as complete as in the heavily ‘bom- 
barded cities of France or Belgium.

Adapted Circults Required 


In adapting circuits to radio broad- 
casting which are ordinarily used for 
long distance telephone, special al- 
terations must be made. . In ordinary 
long distance communication, speech 
to be understood requires the line to 
be adapted to faithful transmission 
of a band of frequencies of about 2,- 
000 cycles. One pair of wires can be 
used for as many as four different 
conversations in addition to four 
telegraph meseages. In radio broad- 
casting, however, it is necessary to 
consider not only the range of fre- 
quencies—often 5,000 or more—which 
can be transmitted without appreci- 
able distortion but also the range of 
volume to insure against interference 
from noise. ‘When transmitting very 
high class music over the wires the

Queens: purchased from :breed- 
ers are: sent in. mailing cages’ which 
can also be used: as: introduction 
cages. Usually each queen ‘is: accom- 
panied. with. instructions for. introduc- 
ing, which, if followed carefully, are 
fairly reliable. Another, successful 
cage is the Miller candy cage.’ The 
queen whether she comes in a mail- 
ing cage or is reared in the apiary, 
is placed in the cage with about half 
a dozen young bee@ from the colony 
to which she is to be*introduced. The 
cage is then either suspended: between 
the top bars of the frames or ‘pushed’ 
in at the entrance and the bees’ re- 
lease. her through the candy hole. 
The best cage is the combination 
push-in and candy release. The queen 
is confined on the comb beneath ‘the 
cage and by the time the bees re 
lease her she is laying.

SEVENTH CROP REPORT 


(Issued by Department of Agriculture 
Government of Alberta, Edmon- 
ton, Saturday, July 18, ‘1925 - 

The preparation of this, the seventh 
crop report issued by the department 
is approached with reluctance, owing 
to the complete change which has 
taken place in the crop situation 
throughout the province, even since 
the report of two weeke ago. 
The hot dry weather mentioned in 
the report two weeks ago has con 
tinued with even greater intensity 
and has been relieved very little by 
rain. The consequence has been that 
the growing grain in practically every 
district of the province has been af. 
fected more or less, and the first es 
timates of crop yields have been tre. 
mendously reduced. The very heavy 
plant growth of the early part of thc 
season has in itself been responsib) 
for the more rapid draining of th- 
store of moisture from the soil durins 
the hot spell than would have been 
the case with a lighter crop. 
The dry hot weather is continuing 
with high records of temperature an‘ 
with little indication of relief from 
rain, with the result that every day 
is having its effect upon the grain. 
Sections of southern and the east 
central parts of the province are 
once more facing the certainty of 4 
crop failure. The latest report re- 
ceived from the experts of the de 
partment who have been making care 
ful analysia of the situation are t- ° 
effect that in certain ‘districts where 
an summerfallowed land yields of be- 
tween 30 and 40 bushels were antici- 
pated a fortnight ago, not more than 
10 or 12 bushels can be obtained, if 
rain comes soon to _ relieve them. 
On stubble land and spring plowing 
in these areas the yield will range 
from three to ten bushels an acre. 
These conditions apply to almo- 
the entire light soil areas of the prov- 
ince, but more particularly to the 
southern portion of the province from 
Cardston east to Medicine Hat. and 
north to the main line of the C.P.R. 
Reports from these districts Thurs- 
day July 16, were that the intense 
heat with terrific winds still contin- 
ued. Lethbridge Macleod and Glen. 
woodville districts will yield fairly 
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well. if. rain’ comes ‘soon. * Cardeton 
district has suffered ‘badly. | Magrath 
and Raymond districts are fairly good. 

The big crop section: from Taber 
east to Medicine Hat, south to. -thc 


border and north to the Red Deer 


Tiver has suffered badly and will ex- 
perience very, light yields. Thia is 
the case also with some of the light 


soil areas to the east of Edmonton.’ 


The rest of the province has main- 


tained growth fairly well but is suf-' 


fering. now under, intense heat. 
‘On Wednesday,. July 15, the estim- 
ate made by the minister of agricul- 


ture for the province anticipated a: 


total yield of. around 80,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat, based on an estimated 
yleld of 14 bushels an acre, on the 
acreage of 5,570,000. This was based 
on knowledge of the actual facts and 
was confirmed by the estimate issued 
by the officials of the Alberta wheat 
pool, ‘based on the situation a_ few: 
days earlier, which placed the antict- 
pated yield at 84,000,000 bushels. dn 
the lapse of the few days since these 
estimated were issued, the situation 
has been rendered even more critical 
and the estimates will as a consv 
quence undergo another revision. _ 

It is with no desire to be pessimistic 
that the department isanes the above’ 
statement, but merely with the inten- 
tion that the facts be made known. 
The summary {s based on careful re- 
ports made by experts of the depart- 
ment who have been over the ground 
during the past few days. 

With respect to pasturage, the re- 
markable fact {s noted that the grass 
and hay is already cured which is an 
indication of the effect the intense 
heat has had. Temperatures ranging 
upwards of 90 and 95 degrees havo 
been recorded at various points in the 
province. 


Live Stock Conditions 
in Western Canada 


(Issued by the Director of Publicity 
Dominion Department of Agri- 

culture, Ottawa) 

Report No. 5 .of the Origin and 
Quality of Commercial Live Stock 
Marketed in Canada, issued by the 
Dominion Live Stock Branch, after 
referring to the fact that the output 
of hogs by Alberta in 1924 was easily 
the largest on record, says, relating 
to cattle, that it is obvious that not 
only is a distinct improvement tak- 
ing place as regards winter feeding 
practices, but also in the type of cat- 
tle produced. Referring to Saskatche. 
wan, it is recorded that that prov- 
ince made a very favorable showing 
as regards the quality of commercial] 
cattle sold, that there was an increase 
of 33 per cent in the number of 
choice handyweight steers sold at 
stockyards, over 50 per cent increase 
in the number of good cows offered, 
and a very appreciable improvement 
in the volume of heifers of good grad- 
ing marketed. As regards hogs, 
while noting an improvement in 1924 
the report remarks: “Nevertheless, it 
is true that there is room for sti’ 
greater effort in the matter of placinr 
the hog output of Saskatchewan on 
a basis where a reasonable percent- 
age would be available for manufac- 
turing into better grades of Wilt- 
shire bacon.” As regards Manitoba, 
a most commendable improvement in 
cattle is noted, especially in the popu- 
lar weights of steers and-in the -better 
grades of cows. It is inferred that 


there may be a falling off this year 
compared with 1924, in the volume of 
hog marketing, but it is added that 
the prospects of the hog industry are 
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good at: the: present. ‘time, that. there 
is no. evidence ‘of. over-production in 
any of. the ‘chief. bacon exporting 
countries, and that Canada, with her 
abundant: crops’: of’ first cost. hog 
feeds, should find: herselt in a very 
strong. position. 

A further remark in the report that 
should attract attention is that prices 
for all classes of commercial live 
stock are now on.a much higher level 
then at any time during the past few 
yenrs, and that prospects, both in do- 
mestic and export market, are very 
promising. ©

Big Gas Well 


The new gas well brought in by the 
Northwestern Utilities in the Viking 
fleld east of Edmonton is the biggest 
producer in the field, it has been es- 
tablished.

Big Elevator for Lethbridge

the past week. Mr. Greenfield gave 
this information as the result of his 
conferences with railway officials in 
the east. 

Savings Certificates Popular 


More provincial savings certificates 
were sold in the first six months of 
this year than in any full year previ- 
ously, even including the big record 
year of 1920. This is indicated in the 
report of the treasury department up 
to the end of June, for which half- 
year period the total sales amounted 
to $1,401,600. Withdrawals during 
the spring months were heavy, as is 
usually the case during crop seeding 
time but there is now close to $7- 
000,000 outstanding in savings certifi- 
cates. Since the Alberta savings 
scheme was inaugurated in 1917 there 
has been a total sale of $26 561,236, 
a large part of which has been taken 
up by investors within the province. 

Alberta Bonds in High Regard 

W. V. Newson, deputy provincial 
treasurer, is back from a trip to New 
York, where he went to make deliv- 
ery of the bonds in the $2,250,000 is- 
sue bought by the National City Cor- 
poration last month. He reports that 
financial men in New York told him 
that Alberta bonds are held in high 
regard in that market and also that 
the June sale wae put through just in 
time and at the peak of the season's 
business. Almost immediately after- 
wards there was a drop, and they 
thought Alberta had been singularly 
fortunate in hitting on the psycho- 
logical moment.

AUGUST ROD AND GUN 


EVOLUTION TRIAL 


The trial of Scopes, the school- 
master who has been tried in Ten- 
nessee for teaching ‘the theory of 
evolution contrary to the state law, 
has ended in a verdict of guilty and 
@ sentence of a fine of $100.00 im- 
posed. 

Thus ends the first stage of a trial 
the ultimate result of which it is im- 
possible at present to foretell. From 
the legal standpoint it ie difficult not 
to agree entirely with the verdict and 
the manuer in which it was brought 
about. The presiding judge refused 
to admit the mass of-evidence which 
the defending counsel wished to ten- 
der as to the scientific character of 
evolution and its lack of conflict with 
the Bible story of the oreation. He 
held that the only question at iasuc 
for the jury to try was whether or 
not Scopes had violated the state law 
by actually teaching evolution. Since 
there was no doubt as to his having 
done so, the whole basis of the de- 
fence crumbled away and the com- 
paratively speedy finding of a verdict 
of guilty was the result. | 

The judge’s ruling will commend 
itself both to lawyers and to laymen 
possessed of common sense. The law 
against teaching evolution may be 
supremely absurd and reactionary 
and tyrannical, That was not the 
question before the court. Once it 
was decided that the law was not un- 
constitutional, the only possible ques- 
tion left for decision was whether or 
not it had been violated. Fine-spun 
sophiatries as to the lack of contra- 
diction between the Bible teaching 
and the evolution theory were entire- 
ly out of place in such a court and 
it throws a eomewhat unfavorable 
light on the prevailing atmosphere of 
United States courts that such a 
prominent counsel as Darrow, the 
chief defending lawyer, should have 
attempted to resort to them. Pos- 
sibly, however, his experience in the 
Loeb and Leopold murder trial in 
Chicago had inclined him to the belief 
that no defence is too absurd or fan- 
tastic to lay before a United States 
jury. If so he appears to have been 
mistaken. * 

The conduct of the leading figures 
in the trial, Darrow and Bryan, has 
not been such as to enhance the 
standing of the legal profession in the 
eyes of the public. There was a 
gratuitous eagerness displayed by 
them to rush in to take part in a 
trial in which there was not the 
smallest need for counsel of out- 
standing experience or ability, an 
eagerness which can only be put down 
to a desire for self-advertisement. In 
this respect they seem to have met 
with something like a rebuff, for the 
public, while much interested in the 
trial, seems to have grasped early on 
the fact that as far as the trial itself 
was concerned it was more or less 
of a rather labored piece of mock 
melodrama. The accused himself 
seems to have taken perhaps the 
sanest view of all concerned. He ia 
reported to have said that the result 
of the trial was of not the smallest 
moment to him, and to have present- 
ed an ‘appearance of taking little or 
no interest in the proceedings from 
start to finish. 

The elaborate arrangements mac: 
by the people of the city of Dayton 
to use the trial as a huge and profit- 
able advertisement do not commend 
themselves to thoughtful people. If 
the trial had indeed been an issue of 
vital seriousness for the cause of in- 
tellectual freedom in the United 
States, then the mood in which it was 
approached by the _ authorities of 
Dayton was, to put it mildly, flip- 
pantly irreverent. If ‘Freedom 
shrieked when Kosciusko tell” she 
may well have turned away in wear- 
ied disgust when Scopes was tried 
and convicted ‘at ‘Dayton. 

The trial has indeed its very eeri- 
ous aspect, but the superficial and im- 
mediate ones are merely childish.
